The Body's Voice 

Banging head against the wall 
Bearing a heavy load 
Blood boiling 
Breathless 
Can't stomach that 
Choked with feeling 
Cold shoulder 
Galls me 
Gut wrenching 
etc. etc. etc. 

All of us perceive through our body, especially through our skin. 
We use images to perceive and describe. Not all of our images are 
visual ones. We use auditory image by listening to k.d. lang, we 
use olfactory image to experience patchouli, we use gustatory image 
to experience dinner at the Monterey Cafe or the Bay Leaf, we use 
somatic image to experience our lovers caress. Images are the way 
we make sense of and organize impulses from 1he external world 
that impinge on our senses. 

Images are also the way we make sense of our internal world - 
physically and emotionally. If I asked you to describe how you're 
experiencing your body right now you would use images. You might

translate some of your somatic images (touch) into visual ones by 
saying that you have a burning pain in your right leg. Statements 
such as these are far removed from the anatomical truth of how 
you're feeling. None of us say statements such as I'm experiencing 
a localized protective response to the injury of my leg....". Similarly 
none of us describe a stiff neck by saying that the paraspinal 
muscles of my cervical spine are in a state of tetany. We use similar 
images to describe our internal physical experiences because the 
human.body is skilled at being able to translate touch, pressure and 
movement into meaningful information. Through this type of somatic 
imagery our body can inform us about internal, external and 
underlying emotional experiences. Often the information available 
through our body is not available through our other senses. 

This is one of several reasons why a psychotherapist needs to pay 
attention to the words and images a client uses. Often a client 
needs to be taught to listen to their thoughts and to their words. 
Words are such powerful messengers and can be our unconscious 
mind trying to get something into our conscious mind so that we can 
explore a likely source of pain that, unless recognized, blocks our 
physical, emotional and mental well-being. When asking a client to 
locate in their body the place where they are experiencing their 
emotional distress they have no hesitation in pointing or touching 
that area of the body. 

Just as words are powerful messengers of the conscious and 
unconscious conflicts, therapeutic touch of the skin can release the 
body's voice. Healers who use the modality of therapeutic touch 
know that the bodymind's consciousness can be set free to express 
the site and emotional source of the pain that is currently generating 
physical, emotional or mental conflicts. The body consciousness 
may express itself through unexpected and unstoppable tears when 
a therapeutic touch healer is working on the body site that encoded 
the knowledge. Both healer and client may be totally surprised by 
the Knowledge that becomes consciously known. When a skilled 
psychotherapist and a skilled therapeutic touch healer can work 
together the benefit to the client is immense. My referral to Feather 
Sneagle, a local therapeutic touch healer who now works full-time as 
a healer, is always preceded by informing my client of the 
therapeutic benefit to be gained by joining body and mind work. I 
have Feather come to a session so that I may introduce them to 
each other in the safe environment that my client has known with 
me. It provides time for questions, ideas, as well as my explanation 
the clients presence as to my reason for recommending qualified 
body work. The appointment with Feather is then set up. This 
procedure respects the three of us working for the clients benefit. 
Also in this way the client understands that s/he is not being passed 
off to another healer because they are hopeless or the 
psychotherapist feels helpless nor are the two healers working to 
financially drain the client. I, as the treating psychotherapist, want 
the best for my client who has entrusted me with their healing 
journey. Just as I refer a client for nutritional healing or physical 
therapy so I refer to non-medical, non-traditional therapy. 

Our body communicates with us constantly. If it did not we could 
not remain alive. Our body has a voice. We need to listen to its 
wisdom. We cannot be whole, healthy and complete without the 
body's voice. Are you listening.?

BOOK REVIEW 

The Gay Guys Guide To Life , by Ken Hanes. 
New York: Simon & Schuster, 1994. 

$6.95 

In the past few years there have been many best-selling books of 
proverbs, maxims, short snippets of advice or insights, daily 
affirmations, etc. The quality of contents in various examples of this 
genre range from excellent to excreta. I don't normally read this kind 
of book, except to skim through examples in bookstores as one way 
of keeping up with the commercial publishing industry. But I do have 
one example at home, and it is The Gay Guys Guide To Life . 

This is a collection of 463 short sentence's ranging from general 
advice on gay etiquette and lifestyle, inner values, to practical 
suggestions for common situations that happen from time to time in 
everyday life. Some are sweet and romantic, such as #145; "write 
love letters to the man you love, even if you live together": or #s 296 
and 297: "Don't say 'I love you' unless you mean it" and "Say 'I love 
you' a lot once you dp mean it." However, Ken Hanes also

recognizes that general advice is just that, and should not become 
another pretext for further self-stereotyping or cloning, as in #407: 
"Seek romantic advice, but go ahead and ignore it." 

Other bits of wisdom, taken at random, include # 337: "Don't use 
sex as a weapon": #356: "Gay standards of physical beauty are 
oppressive. Easy up. Everyone will be happier and lighter."; or #40: 
"Know that there is no Mr. Right. Gay men looking for Mr. Right 
usually stay single." 

This is the kind of book that one can read in one sitting, and can 
be read in thirty minutes or less. It is also a book that one can 
simple open at random and start reading. There is no narrative, no 
story. The story is your life up to now, and how you want to continue 
living. 

The point of the book is to enable individuals to grow, and to grow 
up, and to grow out of the negativity that seems to permeate the 
general gay experience. It is about recognizing that being "gay" isn't 
just going out to the local bar and cruising; or playing stifling 
stereotypical roles such as the bitchy queen, the sullen/"macho" top, 
or the ditsy bottom boy-toy. It means being honest-honest with 
yourself, and with every body else; to stop playing games and be for 
real; to stop being Pinocchio and to become a real, live boy; that 
being "out" doesn't mean being obnoxious. 

Several guys I've shown this book to have enjoyed it, and these 
are all guys who don't normally read books. (And yes, we are guys , 
we aren't "girls".) This is great to leave on a coffee-table, to let 
friends (and somebody who is "more than friends") browse 
through. There are many personal identifications and 
resonance's to be found, as well as criticisms of narrow 
definitions foisted upon us by both mainstream/hetero-society 
as well as ourselves, which are to be recognized and learned 
from. 

This book is a book about discovery, revelation, and 
affirmation. It is a book about change-change both from 
within one's self, as well as suggestions for communal change 
among ourselves, and our relation to the larger world. Years 
ago, I remember the TV public-service announcements that 
advertised how "reading is fundamental'." Life isn't found in a 
book-life is found in the living. So many people read books 
only when they were in school because they had to; but life is 
the real school, and learning never stops until you are dead. 
The Gay Guvs Guide To Life is down-to-earth, succinct, and 
practical. It is fun and informative.

Two Pennsylvania Legislators are planning to introduce bills 
that, if passed, would prohibit same-sex marriages from being 
performed or recognized in the state. Rep. Allan Egolf 
(Republican - Perry County) and Rep. Stephen Maitland 
(Republican - Gettysburg) will introduce the bills sometime after 
April 29 when the legislature returns from its recess. The two 
Republicans circulated memos to other Representatives 
requesting co-sponsors for the bills. Egolfs memo states "As 
you may be aware, the state of Hawaii may soon legalize same 
sex marriages. According to the Full Faith and Credit Clause of 
the US Constitution, we may be forced to recognize them in 
Pennsylvania as well, ... The [clause] would allow an exception 
where the marriage is 'repugnant to the public policy' of 
Pennsylvania.... I plan to introduce legislation which would 
prohibit the legal recognition of these marriages for that very 
reason." 

The League of Gay and Lesbian Voters and the Freedom to 
Marry Coalition will organize opposition to the bills and 
encourage legislators not to co-sponsor.

MEL WHITE ADDRESSES 
LOCAL CHURCH 

BETHLEHEM - Dr. Mel White, Minister of Justice for the Universal 
Fellowship of Metropolitan Community Churches (UFMCC), will 
address an open gathering at 7:00 p.m. on Saturday, May 11, at the 
Unitarian Universalist Church in Bethlehem. The presentation, 
sponsored by Metropolitan Community Church of the Lehigh Valley 
(MCCLV), precedes Dr. White's appearance as a featured speaker in 
the Common Ground series the following day. 

On February 15,1995, Dr. White was arrested for "trespassing" at 
Pat Robertson's CBN Center. The story of his arrest, the 22 day 
prison fast, and the "little victory" that followed made news across 
the nation. For 30 years. Dr. White had served the evangelical 
Christian community as a pastor, seminary professor, best-selling 
author, prize-winning filmmaker, communication consultant and 
ghost writer to its most famous and powerful leaders; including Billy 
Graham, Jerry Falwell, D. James Kennedy, Ollie North and Pat 
Robertson. 

After almost three decades of counseling and anti-gay therapy. 


including prayer, fasting, exorcism and electric shock, Mel White was 
able to reconcile his Christian theology and his sexual orientation. 
On Gay Pride Sunday, 1993, Dr. White was installed Dean of the 
Cathedral of Hope Metropolitan Community Church In Dallas Texas, 
which, with 14,000 congregants, is the denomination's largest local 
church. At his installation, Mel proclaimed his own, heart-felt 
statement of faith: "I am gay. I am proud. And God loves me 
without reservation." During their first 36 months as gay, Christian 
activists. Dr. White and his partner, Gary Nixon, have traveled to 36 
states, speaking, organizing, lobbying, confronting extremists, 
meeting the press and protesting injustice. 

In his best-selling 1994 autobiography, "Stranger at the Gate: To 
be Gay and Christian in America," Dr. White comes out of the closet 
to give hope to other gay and lesbian Christians, to confront the 
misleading anti-gay rhetoric of the religious right, and launch his own 
fight for justice and understanding for American sexual minorities. In 
January, 1995, Dr. White was appointed national Minister of Justice 
for the UFMCC to represent the denomination's 300 churches as a 
full-time volunteer in the current nationwide struggle on behalf of 
justice for all who suffer, gay and non-gay alike. "Across this 
country," Mel explains, "our gay brothers and lesbian sisters are the 
victims of a tidal wave of intolerance, discrimination 
and violent crime flowing directly out of the anti-gay 
rhetoric and political actions of the radical right. We 
Christians, gay and straight alike, must take our stand 
to help end that suffering." 

After Dr. White's 22 day fast in the Virginia Beach 
City Jail, Pat Robertson visited him in jail, heard 
White's plea and went on the air to say clearly that he 
"abhorred the growing violence against gay and 
lesbian people." "Pat Robertson is not our enemy," 
White said later. "He is just another victim of 
misinformation like we all have been. In the spirit of 
Jesus, Gandhi and Martin Luther King, Jr. we must go 
on believing that Pat and the others can change." Dr. 
White has dedicated his life to that ministry of change. 
"Until this nation accepts God's gays, lesbian, 
bisexual and transgendered children as full members 
of the human family," White explains, "we must go on 
telling that truth in love, whatever it might cost us." 

The presentation, targeted specifically for the sexual 
minority community, will be held in MCCLV's meeting 
place at the Unitarian Universalist Church, 424 Center 
Street in Bethlehem at 7:00 PM on Saturday, May 11. 
A free-will offering will be accepted. For more 
information contact MCCLV at 610-439-8755.

IT'S NOT A WOMEN THING 

"Science teaches us that we must see in order to believe, but we 
also must believe in order to see," according to Bernie Siegel, MD.. 
So true, so true! Belief gives the mind a frame of reference for the 
pursuit of knowledge: it helps determine for us what we should 
pursue in the process of learning; and it provides a focus, a goal.

' D.D. Palmer said it this way, "There is an emanation from us, not 
magical or miraculous, but a subtle invisible substance, capable of 
perception, which consciously or unconsciously magnetizes, 
influences, more or less, every person and object with which we 
come in contact."

It took almost three years for this 
gifted singer to hit the States. In 1994 she got angry and 
belted out "Misled." Where and what is Celine Dion now? A 
little bit country, a little bit rock and roll? Jane Oliver with a lot 
of therapy? Karen Carpenter of the 90's, who will let the 
world know she is on the brink before it is too late? Falling 
Into You is the dullest album I have ever fallen asleep to.

The Pride of the Lehigh Valley Gay, Lesbian and Bisexual 
Pride Festival is set for Sunday June 23rd (mark your 
calendars) in Cedar Beach Park (near the Rose Garden) in 
Allentown. Many other events of interest to Gays and 
Lesbians are scheduled during the week before the big event. 
Watch your mail for more information or call Pride at 770- 
6200. 

Did you know that this is the third annual Pride Festival in 
the Lehigh Valley? At the first one, over 800 people were 
there. Last year over 2200 people ( yes over two thousand 
people!) attended the event. So be there or be square, and 
pray for good weather! 

Five pro same-sex marriage letters to the editor were 
published in the New York Times the day after an anti-gay 
marriage editorial written by Lisa Schiffren, a Dan Quayle 
speech writer, appeared. Schiffren claimed the reason 
for marriage in our society is "for the creation and 
nurture of offspring" she declares that " whether 
homosexual relationships endure is of little consequence 
to society. The same is true of most childless 
marriages." A rebuttal letter by Evan Wolfson of Lambda 
counters this with "Bob and Elizabeth Dole, Newt and 
Marianne Gingrich and Pat and Shelly Buchanan will be 
shocked to learn that their childless marriages flunk this 
procreation test." 

At a time when many of America's churches are 
vilifying Gays and Lesbians the Central Conference of 
Reform Rabbis voted to accept same-sex marriage as a 
basic civil right. In an article in the New York Times a 
member of the Conference stated " We were part of the 
Black Civil Rights movement in the 60's we must be part 
of this Civil Rights movement now." 

The March roller skating party organized by the 
League of Gay and Lesbian Voters was attended by 75 
people. Everybody had fun whether they put on skates 
or not. Profit from these events goes in part for the 
printing of the free voter's guides. The next dates for 
Gay and Lesbian Roller skating at the Whitehall 
Skateaway Roller Rink are May 28th and June 18th 
(Part of Lehigh Valley Pride week). So come out and 
Roll.

Companies that Care

For the past several months, members of our cx)mmunity cannot 
read a gay or lesbian newspaper without seeing that intriguing 
photograph of Martina Navratilova flexing her muscles, trying to 
move that huge gear. The openly lesbian tennis champion has been 
pushing her own Visa credit card with the name "The Rainbow 
Card". A terrific marketing ploy combines the most popular and high 
profile lesbian in the United States and the rainbow icon to sell 
members of the gay and lesbian community a credit card. The front 
of the card features a scene from the 1993 March on Washington 
with colorful rainbow flags waving above the crowd. The card is 
relatively new with the ads hitting the press only several months 
ago, but the idea is not an original. 

Shortly after the 1993 March on Washington, a company called 
Uncommon Clout entered the credit card competition. The firm, 
founded by two gay men, markets a Visa card to gay men and 
lesbians through community organizations. The men sent 
applications to gay and lesbian organizations across the country. 
The applications contained a code number specific to that 
organization. All approved applications result in a $5 contribution to 
that organization.

When Uncommon Clout cardholders make a purchase with their 
card, 10 cents is placed in a pool of money. Once each year, all 
card holders then vote on which organizations will receive 
contributions. Organizations receiving more votes receive more 
cash. The list of eligible organizations is not limited; however, an 
organization must receive a certain number of nominations one 
year to be placed on the ballot for the following year. In 1995, the 
Uncommon Clout card donated a total of $48,342.30 to 82 
community organizations. The Lambda Legal Defense & 
Education Fund received the largest contribution of $3,083.43. 
The Human Rights Campaign was next with $2,831.22. The 
smallest contribution, $56.95, went to the Lesbian & Gay Historical 
Society of San Diego. The only Pennsylvania organizations to 
receive contributions were Manna, a Philadelphia AIDS support 
organization which received $398.65, and the Philadelphia AIDS 
Consortium which received $178.99 

The Rainbow Card promises to contribute over $20 million if 
250,000 people sign up for the card; however, the brochure lists 
no time line for that amount to be raised. The Rainbow Card, 
presently contributes to 8 community groups, which include: the 
AIDS Information Network, Astraea National Lesbian Action 
Foundation, Community Research Initiative on AIDS, National 
Breast Cancer Coalition, National Lesbian and Gay Health 
Association, and the National Center for Lesbian Rights plus two 
others. It is unclear whether other organizations will be added in 
the future or under what procedure an organization may qualify 
for contributions. 

Both cards offer free domestic partner cards, a 25 day 
interest free grace period and no annual fee. The Uncommon 
Clout card offers an introductory interest rate of 9.9% for the 
first six months, while the Rainbow Card offers a lower 6.9% 
introductory interest rate for the first six months. 

The League of Gay and Lesbian Voters has recently 
received its coded applications for the Uncommon Clout Card. 
For each approved application LGLV will receive $5.00. For 
your Uncommon Clout Card application you can call the LGLV 
- Lehigh Valley Chapter at (610) 432-5449 or LGLV 
Philadelphia Chapter at (215) 735-0852 and LGLV will mail 
you and application. 

The Rainbow Card has a toll free number for applications - 
1-800-99-RAINBOW. 

Both of these credit cards help gay, lesbian and AIDS 
organizations raise much needed funds to continue the 
important work of advancing our community's educational, 
political and health care goals. If you use a credit card, its 
time to apply for a card that will give our community something 
back.
